Gibson, director of mines for Canada, 
says; “The leading place in the Jssi 
of mineral industries is accordak “ta 
nickle mining, which produced returns 
exceeding in vaelus those of any other 
branch of the im-‘lustry, Tia ‘cut/putt 
in 1901 was the largest ever recorded, 
and owing to the more extended mani- 
pulations to which che. nackle-copper 
matte of ihe Sudbury; district 1s now, 
subjected previous to its exportation, 
the product has a much larger value 
than ever before. The production for 
the year amounted 4,441 tons, valued 
ia the matte at $1,859,870, an increase 
in quantity of 25 per cent., and in 


value of 145 per cent. as compared 
with 1900, when the yield was 3,540 
tons, valued at $756,626. Owing to 


the process of re-treatment of the ‘low 
grade matte now adopted at the On- 
tarion Smelting Works ai Copper Cliff, 
the average price at which the nickle 
contents of maite were appraised in 
1901 was 20.9 cents per pound, as 
compared with 10.7 cents per pound 
in 1909. ‘This is a very} sppreciable 
advance in the direction of having as 
much as possible of the sabor requiste 
to transform ihe raw material into 
the finished article of mannufacture 
performed in this country.” Since 
1897 the quantity of ore smelted has 
increased from 96,093 to 270,380 toms; 
the vaius of the nickel produced from 
$359,651 to $1,859,970; the Value of 
the copper output from $200, 67 to 
$589,080. Returns covering the first 
three months of the current year show 
that the advance is being mainfained, 
as the nickel yield shows a gam of 
$355,498, and copper a gain of $121,545 
over the first quarter of 1901,

town are to be protected and advanced 
as they should, : 
Wnfortunately, there is a condition 
@f apathy on the part of t town’s 
fpeople in regard to the rai ie 
tions Which is neither cre nor 
safe. When the road is dangerous and 
difficult and the load heawy,1is when the 
most careful driver is neeGed. For the 
owner to take no interest in Securing 
the best driver available 1s the surest 
gvay to invite disaster. Edmonton has 
teen fortunate in its town councts of 
the past and present. But never be- 
fore were the interests involved as'im- 
mortant as they are now. We should 
wake up to the fact that times are 
ehanginz inoi that methods must 
change with them. There is a lack of 
candidates for the posiiton of mayor 


and councillors. In such a case those

THE GRAND TRUNK. 

The annotncement that the Grand 
Trunk is to enter the Northwest and 
reach the Pacific coast by way of the 
Pine river pass 13 as welcome as it is 
startling. Hitherto the Grand Trunk 
has never taken an interest (in the 
Northwest. Indeed by po -stretch of 
terms, could its attitude towards this 
country pe described as even friendly. 
That the Grand Trunk is a power in 
the land everyone kaows, and because 
of that its lack of interest 1n the West 
was the more to be deplored. That it 
has now definitely decided to use its 
tremendeous energies in the opening up 
of new territory in the Northwest 1s 
in the first place a recognition of the 
substantial character of this country 
and in the next place the strongest 
guarantee of its future progress and 
ultimate greatness. If the Northwest 
has thriven, as it has, with the Grand 
Trunk against us, what may we ex- 
pect with the ‘weight of that mughty 
company thrown into the scale in our 
favor. The Grand Trunk is one of the 
great railway systems of the world. in 
mileage, in equipment, in quality of 
service and in umportance of the cen- 
tres served. It competes on equal 
terms with the greatest railway sys- 
tems of the United States and does not 
ask odds of the best of them. In west- 
ern Canada fhe C. P. R. is everything. 
But in eastern Canada ii is second in 
everything to the Grand Trunk. 

The annouscement that the Grand 
Trunk projected line wili cross the 
Rockies by the Pine river piss is of 
deep interest to Edmontoa and to the 
whole Saskatchewan valley. Sugpos- 
ing the line to piss through the city 
of Winnipeg cr to cross the Red River 
anywhere between the international 
boundary and Lake Winnipeg, a direct 
line to the Pine river pass would bring 
it near if not through Edmonton. There 
is no doubt that the fame of North Al- 
berta as a producing territory and the 
further fame of the Grand Prairie dis- 
trict of the Peace river country has: had 
an important influence in 
about the decision arrived af. 

What is mest necessary now is that 
people do not Jose their heads. Evi- 
dently 2 boom is on as it was tweniy 
years ago. But the boom of to-day, is 
based on experience while that was 
based on prospects.

Wm. Wainwright, assistant man- 

ager, and F. W. Morse, third vice- 


president of the Grand Trunk railway, 
arrived from Winnipeg on the private 
car Internaticnal attached to Thurs- 
day’s regular train. They were ac- 
companied by J. N. Niblock, divisional 
supterintendenit of ithe C. b. R. Messrs. 
Wainwright and Morse are making a 
tour from Montre.! to the coast in coa- 
vection with the Grand Trunk and 
Pacific enterprise recently announced, 
As the route of ithe proposed railway| is 
by way of the Saskatchewan valley, 
Edmonton was naturally a point io we 
visited. From here the party proceed 
to the coast and re.urn by the United 
States. At Mr Wainwright’s requesi 
they were met ai ihe Siruthcona sta- 


tion by Mayor Short, K. W. MacKen- 
zie, presiJent of the board of trade, 
and F. Oliver, M. P. During a short 
interview it was arranged that they 


would meet the members of the town 
council and of the board of trade in 
the council chamber at 8:30 for pur- 
pases of discussion. 

Although the noiice was short ikere 
was a large and representative attend- 
ance at the council chamber at the 
hour announced. Mayor Siiiort pre- 
sided. H> expressed the welcome of the 
people of the town and district to the 
representatives of such a great rail- 
way as the Grand Trunk on such a 
mission as the present. We hailed with 
delight any movement to im prove 
transportation facilities. 

Mr. Morss said he was glad to meet 
the people of Edmonton and heaped lo 
become hetter acquainted in the iuiure.

Australian Drought. 


Montreal Star. 
’ Australia has experienced the wors 
drought of her history, according to re- 
cent/mail advices and notwithstanding 
the wonderfui recuperative power of 
the colonies, it is estimated that it will 
take five years of uninterrupted good 
seasons te regain the ground losi ‘in 


the lean sesson through’ which they 
have just passed. 

The two greatest losers by the 
drought are Queensland and New 


South Wales. Queensland is all but 
ruined.; New South Wales has lost 35,- 
(00,000 of Her 66,00,000 sheep, and prob- 
ably two-thirds of her cattle. The 
farming industry in both Siates has 
been paralyzed. Queensland, largely 
dependent on mining, is also in this 
condition. There have been some show- 
ers in New South Waies which have 
been gladly welcomed. If it «doesn’t 
rain again for three months it is prob- 
able that New South Wales will not 
have a single head of stock within her 
boundaries. And it ean stop raining it 
Australia in many parts for long years. 
In far Western New South Wales 
there are children going to school wha, 
if the rain came down hard; would re- 
quire to be told whit it was. There 
are theusands of them who have never 
seen 2 downpour. 

Previous droughts in Australia have 
only been partial. ' 


Previous droughts in New South 
Wales have rot menaced Sydney. Just 
now the Queen City of Ausiralia, wiih 
its 600,000 inhzbitants, is threaiened 
with a water famine. The Sydney wa- 
ter supply comes from an immense wa- 
tershed, its lakes in the Blue moun- 
tains forty, fifty and sixt'y miles away. 
Tinis place has failed, Lke the others, 
and the great reservoirs at Prospect 
are running dry. Already they 
pumping, and if it doesn’t rain hard 
over the selected area before next 
Christmas, Sydney may experience a 
famine in water as she kas in other 
things. To make the people realize 
their position, the government has 
made it an offence to water plants. 
Anyone tranusgressing on this will be 
deprived of water. Needless to suy, ihe 
waiering of the streets was stopped 
long ago. 

A drought in Australia means fam- 
ine in two ways. It means famine for 
the peopie’s stomachs and famine for 
their pockets. Ausiralia, taken as a 
whole, fas no grea’. manifacturing 
state. She breeds beef and mutton, 
grows wool, mines gold, silver, copper 
and coal. She is a raw producer, and. 
a drowghi, therefore, fs ali the more 
awty:. : 

Australia hss horrowed nearly tothe 
limit and owes England £200,009,000 
upward for government loans alone. It 
is claimed that this money has gone in 
reproducing works. The claim 1s only 
partly true, as Australia borrows mon- 
ey to create artifidai “reproductive 
works,” otherwise to deal with the 
unemployed problem. oe 


New South Wales is a, great borrower 
and Owes dngland a public debt ef over 
£70,000,000. She bas a population of 
but 1,300,000. There are not more than 
250,000: homes in New South Wales. 
Every home bears a public mortgage in 
this way of £260. The State pays £2,- 
500,000 interest on her debi and this in- 
terest has to he paid chiefly; out of the 
pastoral industry. 


Queensland doesn’t owe as much as 
New South Wales, but has a far less 
population. Stilf she 1s far worse off 
than any other Australian State at 
present, and it will be long ere she re- 
covers. (Queensland has suffered from 
other causes than drought. ‘She suf- 
fered from the lick pest which lessened 
her herds and caused, New, South Wales 
to put up a barrier on the border 
against those remaining. Also the great 
Sugar industry depended on _ coiored 
labor to make them profitable. The 
federal government has made colored 
labor illegal. Queensland entered the 
federal union on the spur of the mom- 
ent and after years of refusal, when 
the federation was only “in the air.” 


Victoria and Australia and Tasman- 
ia have fodder to sell, not enough but 
still a aurplus over their own wanis. 
New South Wales’ misfortune is there- 
fore their opportunity, and they fore- 
ed the federal government to refuse to 
abate the duties by a single farthing. 
If ever Victoria 15 perishing and New 
South Wales can save her Victoria will 
perish quickly. ii

BOARD OF TRADE MEETING. 

A meeting of the Edmonion bo:rd of 
trade was held in their rooms in the 
Gariepy Block, Tuasday forencon. 
There were present, president, K. W. 
MacKenzie, secretary, ‘F. F. Tims, J. 
Mercer, J. H. Ganepy, A. B. Campbell, 
F. T. Fisher, J. H. Morris, Geo, Man- 
uel, E. Raymer, C. Galiagher and F. 
Richardson. 

The meeting was called to discuss ihe 
new, railway scheme from Edmon- 
ton to Peace river via Athabasca Land- 
ing, Unas. F. Law, of Vancouver, was 
present in the interest of the promoters 
and outlined the project. The North- 
west Colonization Uo., of St. Paul are 
the promoters, and their novice of ap- 
plication fer charter has jusi been pub- 
lished. They state their iniention of 
building a line from Edmonton to 
Athabasca Landing, thence on io the 
mouth of the Pine River Pass. For 
this work they will ask a cash bonus 
from the Dominion government. Later, 
they would probably extend their line 
to the Pacific coast and from Edmon- 
ton south, possibly io St. P-jal. 

Mr. Law cutlinei the advaniages to 
the town of having this lns built, 
dwelling on the great resources of tira- 
ber, minerals, coking coal, pretroleur, 
furs and other wealth which would \be 


structed. He solicited the support of 
the town and lecaismembe2r cf the 
house of commons in aiding the.secur- 
ing of the desired charter. : 

In discussing the projact he stated 
that the distance to he covered would 
be 509 miles, and ths cost of puiting 
the line in working shop> compiste 
with rolling stock, machtne — shops, 
tramways and all necessary equipmenis 
including 10 steamers to operate on 
the Peace river and northern lakes 
would be about $12,000,060. Should the 
charter be granted at the coming ses- 
sion of pirliament survey work would 
be begun at ence and he was ready to 
promise that the road to the Landing 
would be built in 21-2 yerrs after re- 
ceiving the charter ani the remainder 
in 5 years or less. The general offices 
and work shops would be situited in 
Edmonten and construction work car- 
ried on from this point. 

F. Oliver, M. P., was present on ro- 
quest and staied his views on the sub- 
ject. The unanimous opinion of thess 
present was thai all due support and 
encouragement should be given to any 
railway company meaning business 
that would assist the town in 1fs grow- 
th, but precauiions were taken to 
guird against any assistan*e beirfe 
given without making sitisfactory 
terms that it would noi be trifled wrth. 
Further negotiations wll be carried on 
with Mr. Law after he meets his Sh. 
Paul promoters. Mr. Law then Ieft 
after thanking the board for their dis- 
cussion and stating that he theught 
suitable arrangements could be agreed 
upon Jater whereby the town could 
readily support the railway scheme.

FIRE IN RITCEIE’S MILL. 

While the mayor was addressing 
the public ratepayers’ meeiing in Rob- 
ertson Hall, Tuesday evening, about 
9;45 p. m., word was brought that Rit- 
chie’s mill in Strithcona was en fire 
and a telephones message had been re- 
ceived at the Edmonion fire hali ask- 
irg for assistance. The auvicuce at 
once declared in lavor of sending over 
the engine and the meeting wes 
abrupiiy brokea up. Four cf A. Stew- 
ars horses were quickly at ihe fire 
hali aod hitched to ine engine. A 
tei:m and wagon from Laross & Siar- 
retts’ sinble coupled one hose ree! — be- 
hind it and a teain from Perras’ siable 
took the other. ‘Ehe cutfit wes quickly 
on itS way Je wing the chemical! engin. 
in charge Of a fireman at the hai!. The 
roxds were ve ry slippers y with snow and 
ice, the night was dark and lt was no 
easy task to cross ihe hills when so 
miny upsets Nave taken place Jately. 
However, the long run was made in 
splendid shape, without the sighiest 
mishap and the brigade arrived in 
quick time at the mul. 

On reaching there it was feund thai 
the Sirathora fire brigade had already 


got the flames under control. They 
drew their water from hive ichie’s 

at ne mili, which was PEL tin te n¢ 

exhbousied. The Edmonton engi: £ 
takea to a tank ai the Eiciass 2 
Ker mill, but the w: was se low in 
it the hose could not reach it. The en- 
gine then weat to the tank at Toll’s 
corner on Whyte avenue bul there wus 
not syfficient length of hose to reach 
to the miif and Sirathcona hose, being 
of 1 difierent size, could net be added 


to it. But as the fire was well subdued 
no further attempts were innde to 
werk nnd the engine returned to the 
verth side. The event shows that the 
riviiry existiag between the twotowns 
does not prevent them from giving 


friendly aid to one another when there 
is such danger. 
Ritchie’s, cr the Edmonten Milling 
Co”’=, mili is a three storey with base- 
ment siogr sill: Two larce elevators 
are built in cennsclicn with i ik, one b2- 
ing only erected this fal'. Tho miil has 
been running litely tii abour 10*p. m. 
GCniy 24 minutes before the fire the 
miler bad made his rounds and ail 
was well. It wus near'y 9 o'clock when 
he discovered 2 strong smell of smoke. 
The mnuchinery was stopped and with 
the engincer ne made a search locating 
the fire in a cleancr in the southwest 
corcer of the top flsi. It appeared io 
origimite ae a bot box and ihe 
fans of the cleaner fanned it to a fierce 
flame. A § ire alarm was sent in and 


the Siratihcona brigade was soon on 


end. On account of the dense smoke 
it was almost impossib'e io work, sev- 
era 7 men being overceme. The wal's 
and cei ling caught fire but soon a 
stream of water playing cn the biaze 


fi . 
put it out. The iin sheeing kept 
fire inside. After the mill engine sh 
down the lights were kep.en by siart 
ing the sinall engine and keeping 
mill’s dy2aamo at work. 


The clesper was the cnly incebine toi- 
ly desi royed by fire, but cieat loss 
wilt be entailed in cieining the mill. 
The water runing down the spouts, 


swelled and Durst many end mixing 
with flour, shorts 2nJi bran pasiedand 
clogzed up everything in lis way. The 
siozk of Ilouwr on bond was nearly all 
saved by being sicked and. carried cut- 
side. Had the fire got into the eleva- 
tors tne floss would } b very 
serious. AS it ts it wil! require about 
two months work cleening and over- 
heuliney the spouting aod machinery. A 
shut down of milling operations for 
that length of time this tame of t] 
vear means a good deal. The eleva- 
tors were ia running shape azain to- 
dav. Considerable shoris, bran- end 
flour in the upper storeys were ruined 
by water. Luckily the milf wes well 
insured.
